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DECISION ON PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.182 



This decision is in response to applicants' "PETITION TO CORRECT NAMED APPLICANT" 
filed on 15 September 2000 which is being treated as a petition to change an inventor's name under 37 
CFR 1 . 1 82. Applicant is requesting to change the name of the inventor from Graham Murdoch to Graham 
Alexander Munro Murdoch. The petition fee under 37 CFR 1.17(h) has been charged to Deposit Account 
No. 50-0655, as authorized. 



BACKGROUND 

On 27 July 2000, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage in the United 
States which was accompanied by, inter alia: the basic national fee and a preliminary amendment. 

On 14 August 2000, the United States/Elected Office mailed a Notification of Missing 
Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) indication an oath or declaration and the 
surcharge for filing the oath or declaration later than 30 months from the priority date as required by 37 
CFR 1 .492(e) must be furnished. The notification set a one month time limit in which to respond. 

On 15 September 2000, applicants filed the present papers which was accompanied by, inter alia: 
executed declaration and a verified statement claiming small entity staus. 

DISCUSSION

The petition must include the appropriate petition fee and an affidavit signed with both names setting forth 
the procedure whereby the change of name was effected, or certified copy of the court order. As noted 
above, the $130 petition fee has been charged to counsel's Deposit Account No. 50-0655, and thus item (1) 
has been satisfied. 



With regards to item (2), applicants have not provided an affidavit signed with both names setting 
forth the procedure whereby the change of name was effected, or a certified copy of the court order. 
Therefore, item (2) has not been satisfied, and thus the petition may not be properly granted at this time.
